Incorvaia, who for the past year 
and a half has written his own feat¬ 
ure article, “To Top It Off,” is now 
Editor-in-Chief.

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Out-dated Dances 

It is very difficult to write editorials when you have a 
fine, spirited student body that vigorously supports every 
student activity. Many high school editors have gone on 
the unemployment rolls because of this problem. But the 
editors of The Blue Jug will never have this problem. We’ve 
got such a delightfully dead student body with such a wonder¬ 
ful record of non-support that we will never run out of 
subjects on which to comment. 

We had a very easy job with our lead editorial this issue. 
The student body came through just as we expected and all 
but ignored the Blue Jug Dance. Because of band and decor¬ 
ation expenses, we needed fifty couples just to break even. 
That means that one out of every twenty students had to 
bring a date to the dance. It was too much to expect such 
a vast turn-out. We should have been satisfied with the 36 
men who actually bought tickets. We should have realized 
that the other 904 students in the school would never pay 
to go to a dance with a girl while there are so many more 
exciting things to do on Saturday night. 

It’s enough to make one raise his hands in despair and 
say, “Why try?” 

Since the aforementioned dance and every other date 
dance the school has are invariably flops, wouldn’t it be 
advisable to scrap this entire system of “fund raising” date 
dances?

MR. BARTLEY 

Mr. Edward Bartley, English 
instructor at the Prep for 
seven years, is a graduate of 
St. Peter’s College. He holds 
a Master of Arts degree in 
English from St. John's Uni¬ 
versity. Before becoming a 
teacher Mr. Bartley was a 
script writer for industrial 
films and an editor of a 
magazine. 

When we inter¬ 
viewed him he had 
these comments to 
make. In discuss¬ 
ing the academic 
qualities of Brook¬ 
lyn Prep students 
Mr. Bartley noted: 
*‘I think the stu¬ 
dents are generally 
very good; too many, unfortunately, 
know what they are doing but not 
why. Many fail to see the relation 
of one subject to another—for ex¬ 
ample, the connection of history and 
English, or the fact that several 
literary movements have been deter¬ 
mined by science. ,, About the place 
of extracurricular activities in the 
total school life, Mr. Bartley had 
this to say: “Any boy who limits his 
time solely to the classroom is short¬ 
changing himself, because if he sim¬ 
ply broadens the intellectual part of 
his nature, he leaves a large part un¬ 
developed. The most successful stu¬ 
dents are those who manage to com¬ 
bine the academic and the extra¬ 
curricular.” Mr. Bartley added these 
comments about the student body: 
“Students must remember that their 
obligation is to try. It’s not how 
much you accomplish in comparison 
with others that counts, but rather 
how much you accompuish with what 
you have.”

For the first issue of our 
new feature we interviewed 
Mr. William Duffy, a member 
of the Prep faculty for 13 
years. Mr. Duffy served with 
the U.S. Army Air Corps and 
played baseball in the minor 
leagues.

The Jesuit Cross-Country Championships held on November 14 proved a well earned 
victory for Mr. Lawrence’s squad.

The popular swimming events were 
marked by a good distribution of 
scoring.

Varsity letterman Rich Bell of 
2H took the 40 yard backstroke in 
31.5, while Ed Viola (2E) and Andy 
Zangle (2A) captured second and 
third. Frank Jones (2D) held off 
Pat Condren and Phil Tedeschi of 
2E to win the 50 yard breaststroke 
in a time of 35.5 seconds. Ed Mallen 
was untouchable in the 25 yard 
butterfly, copping his second first 
place of the afternoon. Needham of 
2C and Viola of 2E trailed his win¬ 
ning time of 13.9 seconds. The 
sweatshirt relay with its 10 point 
prize went to the class 2E team of 
Phil Quinn, Phil Tedeschi, Pat Con¬ 
dren and Jay Busch. The 2C team 
arrived 5 seconds later, and 2B was 
third. Versatile Rich Bell showed 
his prowess in all four strokes with 
a win in the individual medley, his 
second victory of the day, in a time 
of 1:12.6. John Needham of 2C was 
right at his heels, clocking 1:14. 
Frank Jones of 2D was not too 
distant third. 

2F Takes Basketball 

The finals of the basketball com¬ 
petition pitted 2F against 2B. Led 
by J.V. mainstays, Frank Wolfer, 
Staff Hilaire, Robinson and Halpin, 
2F could not be overcome, despite a 
good effort by 2C.

Science Club 
To Expand 

It looks like another in¬ 
teresting year for Prep’s 
future scientists as the Science 
Club opens its program of ex¬ 
perimentation for the ’64-’65 
school year. Although the 
vast majority of students has 
more than its fill of science in 
the classroom, there are a 
number of enthusiasts who 
are not satisfied with the 
regular curriculum. For these 
students, the Science Culb has 
made available the third floor 
lab and all its facilities. 

The field that the Science Club 
will explore this year is electronics. 
Father Guth, S.J., the club’s modera¬ 
tor, plans to stress the field of radio 
with special attention to be given to 
the functions of the radio’s compon¬ 
ents. Although the club members will 
probably not discover any new 
scientific theories this year, they will 
profit personally from their ex¬ 
perience and will receive an excellent 
background in the applications of 
physical theory. 

Chemistry Club 

For the first time since its estab¬ 
lishment, the Prep’s Chemistry Club 
is open to students of all four years, 
and at present has an enrollment of 
approximately 45 members. 

Mr. John Lloyd, a new-comer to 
the Prep faculty, is co-moderator 
along with Fr. Musselman. Because 
of the increasing numbers, the club 
has been divided into two sections, 
the Advanced and the Elementary. 
Mr. Lloyd is working with the ad¬ 
vanced members on experiments in 
chromatography (the separation of 
mixtures into their constituents). The 
elementary section has been divided 
into two groups which meet on Tues¬ 
days and Fridays under Fr. Mussel- 
man’s guidance. They are performing 
a series of experiments in the nature 
of reactions, and they are also study¬ 
ing colloids (substances which when 
dissolved in liquid will not diffuse 
readily). 

The club is open to anyone inter¬ 
ested in chemistry who wishes to go 
beyond the work of the curriculum. 
A member needs no experience in 
chemistry; all that he needs to know 
will be taught him.
